cost to the-tar dnpliioate. 
On account 


of the cost of such sewerage, the com- 
mittee is undecided as to the proper 
course to pursue. 


"The proper disposal of refuse matter 


will do more toward bettering the san> 
tary condition of the city than any- 
thing else that can be done, and the 
ladies should receive the encourage- 
ment of all citizens in the movement 
they have inaugurated. Any ordinance, 
to be effective, most have public senti- 
ment behind it. 


"Medical men should pi-ascribe pre- 


ventatives os well as uures, jet few of 
them do it. They never examine your 
cellars or back jardp, looking f^roaoEes 
of disease Their teachings do not seein 
to be on thnc line. A prominent writer 
once said that there were not a dozen

Mayor Glidden said; "The present 


garbago laws were good enough, bat 
were I to attempt to enforce them I 
would be run out of town, 
the peoplo educated up to the point of 
complying with these laws.
